Introduction 

This publication contains statistics on 
Industriat accidents and diseases which occurred 
during 1983-84, From 1 January 1983 the ABS 
introduced a re-developed- system for the 
colfection and processing of industrial 
accidents and diseases statistics for Victorla. 
An tnformation paper entitled New industriat 
Accidents Collection, Victoria, describing the 
background leading to the re-development of the 
new coflection, was released on 10 October 1984, 


Scope 


2. The statistics in this publication 


relate to workers covered by the Victorian 


Workers Compensation Act 1958, Sel f-emp toyed 
persons and persons covered by the Commonwealth 
Government are excluded, 


Coverage | 

3. The statistics have been compiled by 
the ABS from reports of workers compensation 
claims submitted to the Victorflan Workers 
Compensation. Board by Insurance companies, 
self-insurers, and State Government departments, 
The legal basis for the submission of these 
reports is contained in section 74 of the 
Victortan Workers Compensation Act 1958 and the 
Workers Compensation (Amendment) Regulations 
1982, The compilation of statistics by the ABS 
is In respect of those claims only, where: 


{a} a death has occurred; 

{b) time lost from work has amounted to one 
week or more; 

(c) injury or disease has caused a total or 
partial disability which is permanent 
or expected to be permanent 
irrespective of time fost; or 

{d) a previous ctaim has been re-opened. 


Definitions 

4, For the purposes of the collection the 
following definitions have been adopted: 
Industrial accident. 
injury compensatable under the provisions of the 
Victorian Workers Compensation Act 1958, which 
causes the death of an employee, or permanent 
tota! disability, or permanent partia! 
disability, or absence from work for one week or 
more. The term also inctudes compensatable 
accidents which occur when travelling to and 
from work (journey cases) and those which occur 
during a work break (recess cases).

An Industria! is distinguishable from 


(a) The stow and protracted nature of its 
cause; 

(b) Its  ascribabifity to 
continuous action of a _ mechanical, 
physical or chemIcal nature, It Is not 
the effect of a single event but of a 
cause acting Imperceptibty and 
constantly; and 

(c) The uncertain time of Its beginning.

Fatal accident/disease. Cases where death 
results from a compensatable accident or 
disease. 


Permanent total disability. Cases where the 


worker is considered to be totally and 
permanently incapacitated for the purposes of 
his/her employment. 


Permanent partial disabilty. Refers to cases of 


partial or complete tess of, or loss of the use 
of, any part of the body faculty, as a result of 
which, although able to work, the earning 
capacity of the worker or his/her opportunities 
for employment are permanently affected. 


Temporary disability. An Injury or disease 


which does not result in death or a permanent 
disability. 


Time fost. The period of time that the injured 
worker is unfit for work and for which 
compensation is pald or payable. 


Cost of claims. 
wages and salaries, 


Relates to compensation for 
hospital and medical 


expenses, lump sum payments, common law, and 
Tegal payments. Where final detaits are not 
available insurers are asked to provide 
estimates. These estimates are Included in the 
tables, 


Unclosed claims, A claim which occurred during 
the financial year and had not been finalised at 
30 June 1984, Payments made and time lost in 
respect of these claims are estimated by 
insurers. Unclosed claims are included in the 
statistics shown in the tables and represent 
approximately 60 per cent of all cases, 


Re-opened claims. Cases previously closed In 
which the insurer accepts that futher incapacity 
or additionat ‘medical treatment, etc, are 
directly attributed to the original accident. 
Such claims are not included [In the data shown 
in the tables, 


Classifications 
56 For the purposes of this colfection the 


folfowing classifications have been adopted, 


industry. The workplace of the employee is 
classified in accordance with the 1978 edition 
of the Australian Standard industrial 
Classification (ASIC) (1202.0). 


Occupation, Classifted in accordance with the 
1981 Census of Population and Housing 
Classification and Classi fied List of 


Occupations (1206.0). 


Type of accident/disease, The classification Is 


based on the recommendations made by the 
International Labour Organization (1.L.0.). The 
'type of accident’ is defined by the 1.L.0. as: 


{a) the manner of contact of the Injured 
person with the object or substance; or 

(b) the exposure or the movement of the 
injured person which resulted in the 
injury. 


Agency of accident/disease, The classification 
is based on the recommendations made by the 
1.L.0. The tagency of accident! is the object, 
substance, or circumstance most closely 
associated with the Injury and which, [n 
general, could have been quarded against or 
corrected. A distinction should be made between 
the tagency of injury’ and tagency of accident', 
e.g. a fire damp explosion may result in a miner 
being crushed by a failing beam, in this 
instance the tagency of injury’ is the beam but 
the ‘agency of accident' is the material 
responsible for the explosion, 


Nature of injury/dIisease, The classification is 
based on the Ninth Revision (1975) of the World 


Heal th Organization's 


{International Statistical Classification of 


Diseases, Injuries and Causes of Death, adjusted 


where necessary to ensure classification to the 
principal original injury. 


Manual of the

Is broadiy comparable to that recommended by the 


1.L.0.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


A total of 44,473 original claims (for definition, refer to paragraph 3 of Explanatory 
notes) were received for compensatable cases which occurred during 1983-84. Of these, 35,352 (79,5 
per cent) were for industrial accidents, 5,105 (11.5 per cent) for Industrial diseases, 3,700 (8.3 
per cent) for journey cases, and 316 (0.7 per cent) for recess cases, A tota! of 298,000 weeks were 
lost as a result of these claims, an average of 6.7 weeks per claim, The cost of these claims was 
$276m, an average of $6,200 per claim. ‘There were 32,317 (72.7 per cent) claims received for males 
and 12,156 (27.3 per cent) claims received for females.

Industrial accidents 

Of the 35,352 original clalms received for industriat accidents, 27,039 (76.5 per cent) were 
for males and 8,313 (23.5 per cent) were for females. A total of 216,000 weeks were lost as a result 
of non-fatal accidents, an average of 6.1 weeks per accident which cost $200m, an average of $5,700 
per claim. Fatal accldents cost $1.4m, an average of $82,000 per claim. 


Industrial diseases 


There were 5,105 original claims received for industrial diseases occurring during 1983-84, 
3,081 (60.4 per cent) for males and 2,024 (39.6 per cent) for females, A total of 52,639 weeks were 
lost as a result of non-fatal industrial diseases, an average of 10,3 weeks per disease case, The 
cost of these claims was $52m, an average of $10,300 per disease claim. Fatal diseases cost $2.8m, 
an average of $40,300 per claim. 


It should be noted that for the year 1983-84, males constituted 59,3 per cent of the total, 
employed wage and salary earners and females 40.3 per cent (excluding the agricultural sector).

Public administration recorded the highest rate of industrial accidents and diseases per 
10,000 employed wage and salary earners (617 occurrences), with the construction Industry recording 
the second highest rate (572 occurrences). The finance Industry recorded the lowest rate of 74 
occurrences and retail! trade the second lowest rate with 173 occurrences. On average, there were 310 
Industrial! accidents and diseases occurrences per 10,000 wage and salary earners enptoyed in all 
industries - exctudIng Industrial accidents and diseases as well as wage and salary earners In the 
agricultural industry during 1983-84,

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Industrial accidents and diseases by Industry 


Of the 40,457 industrial accidents and diseases that occurred at the workplace, the 
manufacturing Industry accounted for the highest proportion (36.5 per cent) and the community 
services Industry for the second highest proportion (18.5 per cent). The mining industry had 
reported the lowest proportion of accidents (0.5 per cent), with the finance Industry the second 
lowest proportion (2.3 per cent).

During 1983-84 there was one Industrial accident or disease for every 28.6 employed wage and 
salary earners - excluding persons employed in agriculture, Manufatturing Industry, which in 1983-84 
employed 26.2 per cent of wage and salary earners, accounted for 37.1 per cent of total j 
accidents and 38.5 per cent of Industrial diseases.

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In contrast, retail trade, which employed 13.6 per cent of wage and satary earners accounted 
for 7.0 per cent of industrial accidents and 4,4 per cent of Industrial diseases. 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS AND DISEASES BY

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Manufacturing industry 


Within manufacturing Industry, the food, beverages, and tobacco group, which employed 14.3 
per cent of wage and salary earners, accounted for 23.7 per cent of Industrial accidents and 
diseases, 


In contrast, the textiles, clothing, and footwear group, which emptoyed 16.8 per cent of 
wage and salary earners, accounted for 11.1 per cent of Industrial accidents and diseases. 


In terms of the rate of Industria! accidents and diseases per 10,000 wage and salary earners 
employed In specific groups within manufacturing Industry, the food, beverage, and tobacco group 
recorded the highest rate (724 occurrences) and the textiles, clothing, and footwear group the lowest 
rate of 294 occurrences. On average, during 1983-84 there were 443 occurrences of Industrial 
acctdents and diseases per 10,000 wage and salary earners employed in the manufacturing Industry as a 


whole.

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Severity of industrial accidents and diseases 


There were 34,417 (97.4 per cent) accidents that resulted In temporary disabllities while 
855 (2.4 per cent) accidents resulted In permanent partial! disabilities and 63 (0.2 per cent) 
accidents resulted fn permanent total disabilities. There were 17 fatalities, 10 of which were 
related to the use of wheeled transport, 


K There were 4,048 (79.3 per cent) disease claims that resulted In temporary disabllities 
while 951 (18.6 per cent) resu!ted In permanent partial and 37 (0.7 per cent) resuited in permanent 
total disabilities, There were 69 fatalities, 26 In the manufacturing industry. 


Nature of industrial accidents and diseases 


The most common injuries sustained were sprains and strains which accounted for 19,331 
injurfes (54.7 per cent of all Injuries). The next most prevalent injury was open wounds which 
accounted for 5,332 injuries (15.1 per cent of af! injuries). 


The disease with the greatest Incidence for both males and females was that commonly known 
as repetitive strain Injury, (RSI), which comprises synovitis, tenosynovitis, and bursitis, There 
were 1,960 claims for this disease, 741 for mates and 1,219 for females, This disease accounted for 
38.4 per cent of all disease claims, 24.1 per cent of all male disease claims and 60.2 per cent of 
all female disease claims. 


The second most common disease was noise-induced deafness for which there were 642 claims 
and which accounted for 12.6 per cent of all disease cases. Of the 642 reports, 637 were for males 
and 5 were for females, The, third most common disease was mental disorders for which there were 633 
reports or 12,4 per cent of all disease cases, 

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS BY INDUSTRIAL DISEASES BY NATURE OF DISEASE 
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, Occupation and Industrial accidents 


The ‘tradesmen, production-process workers, and labourers! occupation group accounted for 
the most accidents for both mates and females, 18,343 (67.8 per cent) male accidents and 2,429 (29.1 
per cent) female accidents. In the 'professional, technical, and retated workers! occupation group 
There were 1,937 industria! accidents involving females (23.3 per cent) compared with 842 Industrial 
accidents involving males (3.1 per cent). 


Site of Injury and time lost 


The most common site of Injuries was the trunk where 13,090 (37.0 per cent) were located, 
The next most common sites were the upper | imbs and lower IImbs where 12,070 (34.1 per cent) and 
7,348 (20.8 per cent) respectively of all work Injuries occurred. 


The time tost from work due to Industrial accidents was less than two weeks In 42.2 per cent 
of clalms and less than four weeks In 66.5 per cent of claims.
